This  School  has  fully  adopted  and  enforces  the  standard  of  requirements 
recommended  by  the  American  Institute  of  Homoeopathy,  at  the  Session  held 
at  Chicago,  in  1870,  as  follows  : — 

First.  That,  unless  the  candidate  for  admission  has  received  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  he  must  pass  a  suitable  entrance  examination. 

Second.  That  a  carefully  graded  course  of  instruction,  covering  at  least 
three  full  scholastic  years,  shall  be  provided. 

Third.  That  every  student  must  pass  a  successful  examination  upon  the 
work  of  one  year  before  promotion  to  that  of  the  next. 

In  addition  to  these  conditions,  the  Faculty  have  unanimously  adopted 
the  following  measures  : 

1.  The  abolition  of  all  sex-disabilities,  either  in  teaching  or  learning. 

2.  The  requirement,  as  a  condition  of  graduation,  not  merely  that  the 
candidate  shall  have  studied  medicine  at  least  three  full  years,  but  that  he 
shall  have  attended  a  reputable  medical  school  for  three  years. 

3.  The  extension  of  the  annual  lecture  term,  from  five  months  to  the  full 
university  year  of  eight  months. 

4.  The  provision  of  two  optional  Foicr  Years'  Courses,  for  those  who 
wish  to  pursue  their  professional  studies  with  exceptionable  thoroughness, 
and  with  suitable  leisure  for  collateral  reading. 

5.  The  restoration  of  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and  Bachelor 
of  Surgery^  to  be  attained  by  those  who  take  a  four  years'  course  at  the  end 
of  the  third  year. 

The  fact  that  the  entering  class  of  this,  the  seventh  year  of  the  School, 
notwithstanding  the  increase  of  tuition  fees  and  requirements,  is  one  of  the 
largest  and  best  it  has  ever  matriculated,  is  evidence  that  the  profession  ap- 
proves its  course.
